Mrs. C. C. Spragins, he described 
some of the things he saw in Lon- 
don during the recent coronation. 
Part of his letter follows: 


Dear 
Grandmother: 


This is a great week in London. 


Last night the crowds were still 
(thick in the Mall and were press- 
ing against the gates of Bucing- 
ham Palace. I didn't get in it last 
night — just rode my bicycle by 
there. I was there Tuesday night 
when the crowd was really enor- 
imous and people were getting al- 
imost squashed 
in the press. I 


watied about an hour before the 
newlycrowncd Queen came out on 
[the balcony with Philip and saluted 


} [the crowd. 


I have seen the Queen so much 


now that I feel like an old friend. 
Wednesday afternoon she took tho 
first of her drives into the little 
streets and I had a good view as 
she was going and again as she 
returned to the Palace. 


I arrived in London just before 


midnight Monday. I walked up to 
Trafalgar Square and already tho 
crowd was huge. All the 
good 


but finished — today handed staff 
officers the job of putting a Korean 
rmisticc into final form, then rc- 
essod indefinitely. 
All sisns still pointed to a cease- 
ire within the week, but these dc- 
-elopmcnls clouded the lecture: 


1. Switzerland announced it would
